Tho weather is the first subject that pre- 
ients itself to my notice, and although it U 
just now literally a “dry" one, a few words 
nneiit it may not be uninteresting. Tlirec 
months ago, I predicted a drought, and, lo ! 
it has transpired, as, with the ezeeption of 
an occasional flaah-in-tlie-pan in the shape 
of a thunder-shower, our usual water-supply 
has been almost entirely cut off. Arguing 
fropi the same experiences which led to the 
above conviction, I am arrogant enough to 
foretell a speedy breaking-up of the weather ; 
and “ water-sguatters” will do well to look 
to the security of their aqueducts, for when 
the “heavens open” I am afraid the down- 
pour will bo a “ caution to snakes.” About 
200 years ago there flourished a great weather 
prophet and almanac maker named Dr Fran- 
cis Moore, He was said to be an impostor, 
as only about five per cent of his predictions 
were correct. As I do not wish to be classed 
in the same category, let your readers take 
my pi'ophesies for what they think they are 
worth, and I am content to await the result. 

The Colclough and Cromwell Companies 
are raising large quantities of stone, but the 
mills are unable to keep pace with the pro- 
duction, the water-power being so slack that 
the first-named Company cannot crush at all, 
and the latter has only enough at times for 
five stampers. Commissioners of Water 
Supply, if ye be not defunct, mako a note of 
this ! The loss accruing to the Province 
from. the continuance of a short water supply 
to the Gold-fields ought to be sufficiently ap- 
parent by this time to our legislative Solons 
to cause some tittle attention to be given to 
the matter. At the present time it is a fact 
that whole districts, with hundreds of the 
population, are thrown completely idle from 
the accidental occurrence of a dry season. 
In the face of the specious Haughton-ciim- 
Vogel promises to tho miners, of a few 
months back, it is a miserable and liumiliat- 
ing reflection. 

The prospects of the Colclough Company 
are said to be looking bettor than ever. The 
reef is three feet wide, with plenty of the ! 
precious metal visible, so that this Company 
are likely to reap the reward of their plucky 
perseverence, which contrasts brightly with 
the speedy collapse of the Aurora and Alta 
Companies, the more so as there were times 
when the Colclough Company’s prospects 
looked darker than did those of either of tho 
above-named mines. It is said that another 
trial is to be given to the Auror.a. The com- 
mon sense of the shareholders ought to sug- 
gest such a course after tlie successful issue 
•of the perseveronce of their new neighbours, 
who have, I see, applied for a lease of ten 
acres. So let me warn the Aurora proprietors 
that “ delays are dangerous” in quartz- mining 
as well as in love. 

Tho new light which is being thrown on 
the question of gold-amalgamation by the re- 
searches of Mr Skey, at the Thames, ought 
to induce mine-owners to consider their past 
operations, and whether the Ciousands of 
tons of quartz manipulated have yielded 
all the treasures contained in them. From 
reading his report, I have come to tlie con- 
clusion that they have not. Those great foes 
to tho process of amalgamation — iron and 
sulphur — exist in immense quantities in 
nearly all the lodes opened, so that tliere is 
reason for roy supposition. There is a gentle- 
man of my acquaintance who has the outlines 
of the plan of a machine which, according to 
my imperfect notion, is the exact desideratum 
at this juncture for the successful treatment 
of quartz. If this meets his eye, I hope he 
will lose no time, for it the machine possesses 
tlie properties he vaunts, then his “pile” is 
made. 

In spite of prohibitions and pains and 
penalties, the Chinese still continue working 
every Sunday in Bendigo Gully. In addition 
to breaking the law, tliey spoil the water for 
all parties residing below tliein, and this dur- 
ing the present scarcity is no joke. What 
are the authorities about ? — to say the least 
of it, their vray.s arc like those of Bret Harte’s 
“ Heathen Chinee” — peculiar.

Each revolution of an ev- 
centric causes the lower end of the movable 
jaw to advance towards tlie fixed jaw about 
a quarter of an inch, and then return. Hence, 
if a stone be dropped in between the conver- 
gent faces of the jaws, it is broken by the 
next succeeding bite, the fragments then fall 
lower doivn, and are again broken ; — this 
process being repeated until tho chipped 
atones are small enough to pass out beneath.

By using wire gratings 
the quai-tz escapes as soon as it is reduced 
sufficiently fine to go through the holes, 
whereas by the use of thinly-perforated plate 
tlie stuff is over and over again thrown up 
against the spaces between the holes, thus 
materially retarding the progress of crushing ; 
and if tables are sufficiently wide to meet the 
increased production, there is certainly no 
good to be effected by retaining quartz in the 
stamper-box after it has been sufficiently 
crushed to admit of its escape.

What Protection has done for Chicago.

Protection is looking up. Its great and 
glorious principles Iiave achieved another 
victory in America. Their operation h^ 
been such as to furnish thousands of me- 
chanics with lasting employment at high 
wages. Masons, bricklayers, carpenters, 
joiners, upholsterers, plumbers, painters, 
glaziers, plasterers, cabinetmakers, carvers, 
carpetweavers, excavators, and laoourers of 
all kinds will be at work for months to come 
in rebuilding the city of Cfiicago, and in re- 
furnishing its houses and restocking its stores. 
But what — some sceptical freetrader will ask 
— has all this got to do with protection i 
Marry, a great deal. Protection laid Chicago 
in .ashes. As how? “ Thualy.” The owners 
of the slate quarries of Pennsylvania are rigor- 
ously protected against foreign competition. 
Slates, therefore, are too dear to admit of 
their being generally used for roofing pur- 
poses. Consequently, substitutes have to 
I be provided. At Chicago this substitutes 
took the shape of p.aper steeped in pitch and 
covered with gravel. This was the inflani- 
mable covering of the buildings in that un- 
fortunate city. Consequently when the late 
fire broke out, it leaped from house to house | 
and from street to street as r.apidly as a train 
of gunpowder ignites. The flames ran along 
the roofs of the edifices with appalling velo- 
city, and the melting pitch dropping into the 
rooms below greatly increased their combus- 
tion. “ Chicago has really been burnt down,” 
as the Spectator says, “m order that Penn- 
sylvanian quarryinen might plunder the pub- 
lic comfortably.” And why not? Why 
should they not bo protected as well as the 
manufacturers of slop clothing in New York 
and Boston, wiiere the condition of the female 
white slave is more deplorable tlian the 
negroes before slavery was abolished 1 To 
be sure, 12,000 houses were destroyed, about 
10J,000 people rendered homeless, and pro- 
perty to the value of £30,000,000 or 
£40,000,000 was consumed. But what is 1 
that compared with the assertion of a great 
principle — the principle that each indostriid ' 
interest is to be allowed by l.aw to levy black \ 
mail upon all other interests, and “the devil ■ 
take tne hindmost” ! Chicago, reedified, 
ought to have a monument like that on Fish- 
street Hill, and tliere should be recorded on 
tlie pedestal how the great city was burned 
to as lies as a stupendous sacrifice to the prin- 
ciples of protection in the year 1871. 



that may be required, as the distance between 
the jaws at the bottom can be regulated at 
pleasure. Prior to the introduction of the 
ore-Musher into mines, the ore was “ spalled” 
by .liand-hamipers, by hand rollera, or by 
stamps weighing at least lialf a ton, and hav- 
ing a fall of several feet. 

Besides the ordinary kind of stamps, there 
are Wilson’s steam-stamp. Child’s atmos- 
pheric stamp, Beere’s spring stamp, &c., Ac., 
but tlie stamps most used are those which 
full by their own gravity. The term “ bat- 
tery” embraces the stamper, boxes, stamps, 
stamp-shanks, discs, shoes, falae-bottoms, 
cams, cam-shaft, gi'atings, guides, and tho 
framing. Tlie number of stamps in a box 
vary from one to six, and ccmaiderablo dif- 
ference of opinion exists as to the most pro- 
ductive number of stamps in a box. Some 
people prefer two stamps in a box, with large 
openings in the end as well as in front, as it 
is found that the extra apace for discharge 
greatly facilitates crushing, two stamps ac- 
complishing as much work in that way as 
three would do with a front opening only. 
Others again are in flavour of five stamps in a 
box, having front and back discharges, the 
stamjis rising and falling in the order of 1, 3, 
5, 2, 4, — 1, 3, 6, 2, 4, and so on. 

Tub discs used for raising st.amps are of 
various lands, viz. : — the plain disc with one 
or two keys, tlie screw disc, tlio screw disc in 
sections— as to be seen at the recent addition 
to the Caledonian battery, — and tho “ gib" 
disc, which is generally adopted in California. 



Gold-ininiug, for want of sufficient capital 
and experienced men in the treatment of sul- 
phurous ores, containing gold, is far in the 
rear compared with Victoria. Most Vic- 
torian quartz companies have to contend 
with iron and arsenical pyrites, from whioli 
is obtained a great per centage of their gold. 

So far, quartz-miners in New South Wales 
h.ave paid little attention to tliis matter. I 
have known of instances where pyrites have 
been encountered, and have entirely baffled the 
managers ; they lose a great portion of the 
gold, and a considerable quntity of mercury, 
which they are unable to account for. 

In many instances tills is caused by using 
quicksilver in the stamper-boxes ; the pyrites 
is stamped with it, and by this means it gets 
divided into minute particles, which are 
sickened by the arsenic and sulphur contained 
in the pyrites, and will not unite with the 
mercury in the ripple boxes, and a great deal 
of tills fine quicksilver, always containing 
more or less gold, goes off in the tailings. 
The gold obtained under these circumstances 
is not untrequently of a dirty lead colour 
after being retorted. 

Some parties have obviated this by burn- 
ing tiie quartz, but this becomes a very ex- 
pensive process, and will not pay with poor 
stone. Supposing the reef to contain from 
eiglit to ten pennyweights to the ton, it will 
cost from los, to 25s. per load for burning, 
so that a very small margin is left for crush- 
ing, Ac. .It is true that the quartz crushes 
easier, and that gold is more readily ex-

Sir, — Spiritualism — or, as it might be more 
accurately designated, naturalism — is being 

! assailed and misrepresented on all sides. 
The attacks upon it take the most varied 
forms, and are animated by the moat discor- 
dant motives. Its merely physical phenomena 
!are frequently admitted, and are attributed 
jto singularly disparate, cau.scs. Diabolism, 
'sorcery, and unknoTO “ physic force,” 
“unconscious cerebration,” and electricity, 
ate credited with the authorship of these 
phenomena. I will not pretend to explain 
them, because, although a so-called apiritu- 
allal, 1 have never seen any of them. With 
the inteliigonfmanifestations of spiritualism, 
or naturalism, I am familihr, and of them, 
with your permission, I propose to speak. 

My attention was directed to them some 
'1 months since by the fact that many men for 
■|whoae mental attainments I entertain the 
lihighest respect, whose veracity is unimpeaeh- 
'lable, and whom I know to be unlikely to be 
illed away by dolnsions of anv kind, were firm 
JbsUevers in spiritualism.

were too strong for me, anti I was conipelied 
I to succumb. 'The evidence, as it accumu- 
lated, svas so powerful, so cmisisteut, so har- 
. monious — tlie details were so perfectly in ae- 
^ 1 cordance with the leading principles, and the 
; latter ajiproved themselves so entirely to my 
' reason, tliat conviction was irresistible. ; 

W-i.at arc these' “ intelligent plienomen.v 
1 j of which you speak ? it will be asked. 1 re- 
] ply that they are these. CcTtfiin human 
j, j media, in whom tlie requisite conditions exist, 
^ ,-i are taken po.ssession of by the higher intel- 
- ligences, who work in circles or in groups. 
They deaden the brain of the medium for the 
time being, and make use of his or her organs 
of speech and sight for the purpose of com- 
municating with human beings. In this 
position they are enabled to converse with 
you, and to convey to you knowledge calcu- 
lated to promote your own mental and spiri- 
tual growth and to advance that of mankind. 
If those whom they desire to make use 
(I?, are suffering from any remediable dis- 
ease, they apply themselves in the first in- 
sbincn to its cure, as in my own case ; be- 
cause an unhealtiiy conilithm of the body is, 
5 of course, unfavour.able to the healthy opera- 
’ tioiis of tlie mind. Tliis done, tlioy begin to 
inculcate principles of true religion and 
morality, and to explain and enforce the 
laws of n.ature .as established by Almighty 
God, wlu>3e instruments tlicy claim to be, 
and of whoso omnipotence, omniscience, and 
infinite love they are perpetually speaking, 
in terms of fervent adoration and rapturous 

eulogy. 

They lay down those broad principles, — 
that it is the first duty of every man to as- 
certain what he is, whence he came, where 
[he is, and whither he is going. By a know- 
edge of what he is, man would regulate his 
daily life, his food, clothing, labour, exer- 
cise, recreation, and rest, so as to insure per- 
fect health, all disease boing unnatural and 
abnormal. By knowing whence he c.ame, — 
ascending, as ho docs, through every stage 
of animated nature, until ho takes the form 



of whence we oarae, we should be led to form ■ 
a just appreciatiou of the utterly insignificant 
proportion which this Jife bears, not only to 
our future, but to our past existence ; we 
should disoover that the rate of our progres- ■ 
sion hereafter will be Aetormined by the ex- 
tent td Which reason, illuminated from above, 
has been the guide and governor of mtr ao- , 
tions here, and we should shape our lives ac- 
cordingly. - 

Such, in a very condensed form, are the 
elementaiy principles of wlnt is called 
spiritualism, as taught by the higher intelli- 
gences, not only here, but siinultaneously in 
all parts of the world. Self-denial — not as- 
ceticism ; self-renunciation — not self-torture ; 
and the duty of labouring for your fellow- 
creatures ; — these are incessantly inculcated 
by the “spirits.” The ethics of Christianity 
they sedulously teach ; but the doctrine of 
the Godhead of Christ, and that of the atone- 
ment, they condemn as having contributed 
more than any other cause to impede the 
Ohristianisation of mankind. Tiie human 
mind, they assort, has now reached that stage 
of development in which it has become prac- 
ticable for the higlier intellig.incGS, acting 
under Divine Providence, and fulfilling the 
Almighty will, to re-reveal in its integrity 
and purity, through tons of t'lousauds of 
channels, that religion which Christ taught, 
freed from the corruptions and pen'efsioiis 
of succeeding ages, in order that the whole 
human race may eventually “dwell witli 
God ill endless love.” For, as they declare, 
and as Wordsworth says ; — 

“ Hope, below this, consists not with belief 
In mercy, eanied iulinite degrees 
Beyond the tenderness of hutnm hearts : 
Hope, below this, consists not -with belief 
In perfect wisdom, guiding mightiest power. 
That finds no limit but her own pure will.”
